Shown said Cunningham, Bonner 
and Royster were practically pris- 
oners of the gang.

Royster, ac- 
cording. to Shown, actually was 
scheduled to be killed.. 

Royster, according to Hamer/ 
made the original contact with the 
gang that allegedly thrust a gumi<- 
tipped stick through a teller’s cage 
in the Continental National Bank 
in New York last November and 
fished from the teller’s shelf the 
five $100,000 Liberty bonds. 
The contact, it was said, was 
made in. New Orleans where Roy- 
ster meta notorious East St. Louis 
gangster who had the bonds in his 
possession. Royster flew the gang- 
ster back to this city and together 
they attempted to dispose of the 
bonds to Bonner, but the bank 
president thought the bonds were 
counterfeit and refused to pur- 
chase them, Hamer said. . 
Later, according to the Ranger 
captain, Bonner found the bonds 
were genuine. Royster then flew 
to East St. Louis and again met 
the gangster. 

Royster returned to San Antonio 
with the gangster and several con- 
ferences were held in downtown 
hotels and once in the bank, the’

The bonds were finally purchased 
ywith money taken from the bank, 
according to Hamer, The records 
of the bank show that $452,500 was 
paid for the bonds,

WESTERN NEW YORK 
JOIN MILK STRIKE 


Farm Leader Asks Roosevelt to 
Intervene—State Police 
' Patrol Roads. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOONVILLE, N. Y., Aug. 3— 
New York State’s milk strike was 
extended into western and southern 
New York today, bringing an addi- 
tional 10,000 farmers into the holi- 


day group. 

Guarding against milk dumping 
which yesterday resulted in the loss 
of hundreds of gallons,-state police 
patrolled all roads in the strike sec- 
tion and accompanied long trains 
of tank trucks through the lines of 
farmers along the highways. 

Albert Woodhead, one of the 
farmers’ leaders, appealed to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to “supersede the 
State in this matter or use his good 
‘influénce to obtain justice for the 
dairy farmers “of the executive's 
own State.” Woodhead criticised the 
classification policy of the control 
board as depriving producers of a 
profit on their investment and la- 
bor, while at the same time permit- 
ting dealers and marketing associ- 
ations “extraordinarily high profits.” 

Farmers under the classification 
system are paid for their milk ac- 
cording to the use to which it is 
put. Striking farmers seek to 
blanket price system guaranteeing 
them 4% cents a quart. 

The ¢ontrol board threatened to 
enlarge the New York milk shed so 
that milk from other states might 
be sold in New York if the strike 
continued. Exercise by the board 
of its licensing power, bars milk 
from other states. 

The members of the board con- 
ferred today with Lehman and Maj. 
John A. Warner, superintendent of 
State police, whom the Governor 
has ordered to protect milk ship- 
ments. 


Dairymen in Illinois Organize to

The flood was the result of a 
cloudburst that caused the collapse 
of Castlewood Dam, an irrigation 
reservoir at the headwaters of 
Gherry Creek, 25 miles southeast of 
Denver. 

Police Order Many From Homes. 

Denver police, when notified that 
the dam had broken, drove along 
Cherry Creek in radio cars, with 
sirens shrieking, ordering residents 
in the Country Club district to seek 
higher ground. Hundreds left 
their homes. 

The creek overflowed the 20-foot 
concrete floodwalls near the Coun- 
try Club, flooding the golf course 
and tennis courts. The waters 
reached to the steps of the club- 
house. 

Several bridges, rammed by trees, 
telephone poles and other debris 
surging along on the floodwaters, 
collapsed in downtown Denver. 

The wholesale district in the vi- 
cinity of Blake street was covered 
to a depth of several feet. Water 
flowed into warehouses and other 
buildings, destroying merchandise.

WHOLESALE PRICES DECLINE 
FIRST TIME IN 4 MONTHS 


Decréase Due, It Is Said in Wash- 
ington, to Weakness of Farm 
Products. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—For the 
first time in four months whole- 
sale prices showed a slight decline 
for the week ending July 29, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics reports. 
The index stood at 69.2 as com- 
pared with 69.7 for the week ended 
July 22, showing a decrease of 0.75 
per cent. The index is based on 
average prices for 1926 as 100. 
The decrease was due to a de- 
cline of 5 per cent in farm products, 
which still-are higher thah in the 
first two weeks in July. 
Food prices remained practica ‘y 
unchanged, while hide and leather 
products continued to gain, rising 
from 87.8 to 88.3. Building mate-

MRS. ROOSEVELT HEAD 
WOMEN’S RELEF BOD! 


To Take Active Part in Direct- 
ing Welfare Work Campaign 
in 400 Communities. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt has accepted 
the chairmanship of the Women’s 
Committee of the Mobilization for 
Human Needs, which directs the 
annual relief campaign of 34 na- 
tional welfare organizations. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, whose appoint- 


ment was announced today by New- 
ton D. Baker, chairman of the 
Citizens’ Committee, is the first 
President’s wife to head actively 
a national committee devoted to 
welfare activities. 

“I have accepted the chairman- 
ship because of my conviction that 
the support of our community wel- 
fare services throughout the coun- 
try is an essential factor in the 
recovery and tmaintenance of our 
normal American life,” said Mrs. 
Roosevelt in a statement. “With 
the assumption by local, state and 
national governments of such large 
responsibility for purely material 
relief of distress, it is important 
to make perfectly clear the exact 
limitation of these government 
services and the very large and 
indispensable function of our vol- 
untary social services in each com- 
munity. 

“Women are closest to those 
human needs which are met by 
our nurses, hospitals, child welfare 
organizations, fBamily service so- 
cieties and institutions for prevent- 
ing delinquency, guilding youth and 
furnishing wholesome occupation 
for our greatly increased leisure 
time. Women appreciate also that 
these human services are required 
now as never before, and * can 
spread and deepen this conviction 
in their communities. 

“Our national women’s commit- 
tee plans to secure an organization 
in each. community to co-operate 
with the local fund-raising bodies 
in a preparatory campaign of edu- 
cation and interpretation as to the 
imperative necessity for maintain- 
ing our usual voluntary wellfare 
organizations.” 

The campaign will be held in 400 
communities which obtain funds 
for welfare work through commun- 
ity chest organizations. 


SPECIAL SESSION 
OF LEGISLATURE ON 
LF CONSIDERED 


Governor Likely to Be 
Asked Next Week to Is- 
sue Call So Missouri Can 
Obtain U. S. Funds. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 3.—Gov. 


Park will be asked to meet with the 
Missouri Relief and Reconstruction 
Commission next Tuesday in an ef- 
fort to determine some méans by 
which the State may be assured of 
receiving adequate aid from Fed- 
eral relief funds. ' 

This decision was reached last 
night following a conference of 
members of the commission and of 
relief leaders of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City. The prospect was that 
the Governor would be asked to call 
a special session of the Legislature 
to provide additional relief funds 
from State revenues. 

Assurance of U. 8. Aid. 


Wallace Crossley, chairman of 
the commission, said today he had 
received assurance the Federal 
funds needed to pay July relief 
bills would be available soon. 
Crossley telephoned Washington 
to report that St. Louis and Kan- 


sas City relief agencies would need 
help from the. Federal Government 
to pay bills due Aug. 10. 

“We will have enough to take 
care of all needs, Crossley said. 
“The $371,000 asked by St. Louis 
for July will be forthcoming in 
time to meet demands.” 

Missouri has asked the Federal 
Government for $1,200,000 in relief 
funds to be used in the quarter 
which began in July. The money 
has not yet been made available. 

The commission has a bank bal- 
ance of only $322,000 to serve the 
needs of the entire State. The St. 
Louis Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment requires $371,- 
000 from the State to meet its July 
obligations, and the Kansas City 
relief agency needs $100,000 for the 
same month. The commission wants 
the Government to release at least 
one-third of the $1,200,000 request- 
ed for the quarter of July-Septem- 
ber, in order to meet the July de- 
mands. The Federal officials have 
not approved the grant of any part 
of the $1,200,000. 

It has been proposed by the com- 
mission to allot St. Louis $600,000 of 
the $1,200,000 for July-September, 
without specifying how much may 
be used in any one month of the 
quarter. 

Crossley expressed confidence 
that the immediate grant of about 
one-third of the quarterly allot- 
ment could be obtained by Mis- 
souri. E.G. Steger, director of Cit- 
izens’ Committee, St. Louis, and C. 
W. Pfeiffer, Kansas City relief di- 
rector, both appealed to Crossley 
for quick action. 

Walter B. Weisenburger, prasi- 
dent of the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce and one of the St. Louis 
representatives at the meeting, told 
the commission St. Louis business 
men did not want a special session 
of the Legislature, “but if it is the 
only way to relieve the situation, 
it will have to be done.” 


State Must Do Share First. 


Relief leaders regard a special 
session as a necessity if the needed 
Federal funds are to be obtained. 
Harry Hopkins, Federal Relief ad- 
ministrator, has determined that 
Federal funds will not be made 
avaliable to states which have not 
drawn fully on their own resodrces 
to finance relief work. Missouri is 
one of the states he has placed in 
that class.

DICKMANN FAVORS 
APPLYING CODE 
T0 CITY WORKERS 


Meeting Called for Next 
Week to Discuss‘Plan, Al- 
though Municipality Is 
Exempt Under N.:R. A. 


A meeting of city department 
heads will be called by Mayor Dick- 
mann early next week to discuss 


application of the National Recov- 
ery Administration voluntary blan- 
ket re-employment agreement to 
the municipality- 

In announcing this today, the 
Mayor expressed a definite inten- 
tion of placing the city under the 
blanket code, although it is ex- 
empt. He made a similar state- 
ment yesterday before the St. Louis 


Committee of the N. R. A. 


Effect of adoption of the code by 
the city would be felt almost en- 
tirely among employes of eleemosy- 
nary institutions. In others depart- 
ments the working week for years 
has been shorter than the 40-hour 
standard of the N. R. A, as most 
city workers put in 39 hours weekly. 
Almost without exception, city em- 
ployes receive more than the mini- 
mum wage under the code, al- 
though in the case of some institu- 
tional employes the compensation 
is partly in cash and partly in 
board and lodging. 

Many of the institutional em- 
ployes work 12 hours or more daily, 
with one day off weekly. Mayor 
Dickmann understands some of 
them work as long as 14 hours a 
day. On the basis of an estimate 
given the Mayor that adoption of 
the code by hospitals of the naticn 
would increase the number of their 
employes by one-third, it has been 
estimated as many as 1000 more 
attendants, nurses. and other wor«- 
ers would be needed in the city’s in- 
stitutions. There are about 3009 
employes in these places now. 

Estimate of Increased Cost. 

While lacking definite data, Bud- 
get Director Meyers has estimated 
adoption of the code would cost 
the city $200,000 to $300,000 a year 
for the additional payroll. The an- 
nual city budget was balanced last 
spring for the first time in a nun- 
ber of years and such an expense 
might cause another deficit. 

Comptroller Nolte, when asked 
about the plan, said he was “re- 
serving comment.” re 

Mayor Dickmann announced re- 
cently that his administration had 
redu¢ed the number of city em- 
ployes by 967, at a saving of about 
$1,500,000 a year on the payroll. 
The bulk of the positions abolished 
were in various sections of the De- 
partments of Streets and Sewers. 
At City Hospital 56 jobs were va- 
cated. 

Several days ago the Mayor met 
with executives of private hospitals 
to discuss adoption of the blanket 
code by all hospitals here. 

4892 More Firms Sign Code. 

Signed copies of President 
Roosevelt’s blanket re-employment 
agreement were received from 
4892 Missouri employers at the St. 
Louis office of the Department of 
Commerce today. The total to date 
is 21,215. 

Information as to the number of 
jobs created by the signers of 
agreements and the increase in 
payrolls is not available from any 
central source. 

Insignia was issued by post- 
offices here yesterday to 3665 em- 
ployers filing certificates of com- 
pliance, stating they had signed 
and carried into effect provisions 
of the President’s.agreement. The 
total number of sets of insignia is- 
sued in St. Louis and St. Louis 
County is 8398. 

Charles Mulaney, manager for 
the 30 Walgreen Co. drug stores 
in the St. Louis district, announced 
today that 100 store and office em- 
ployes would be added to the 363 
now working, resulting in a payroll 
increase of about $2000 a week.

United Mine Worker Testi- 

- fies He Saw a Defendant 
at Scene in Auto, With 
Gun in Hand.

JONESBORO, Ill, Aug. 3.—The 
State this afternoon rested its case 
against five young Du Quoin men 
charged with the murder of the 
school girl daughter of a United 
Mine worker after unexpectedly in- 
troducing a witness who testified 
he saw Sam Ferro, one of the de 
fendants, in an automobile at the 
scene of the shooting with a gun 
in his hand. 

The witness, John Terry, a Unit- 
ed Mine Worker and a special 
Deputy Sheriff, asserted he heard 
someone else in the car say, “You're 
shooting too high.” 

With the jury excluded for a .no- 
ment, the defense attacked the 
credibility of the witness, draw- 
ing from him the admission he was 
convicted in Williamson County of 
conspiracy to commit larceny.

in the courtroom. Under adroit 
cross-examination he said Ferro 
was smooth-shaven.

Yesterday police took into cus- 
tody Fred Lang, 526 Fairview ave- 
nue, Webster Groves, and Miss Lu- 
cille O’Neill, 7382 Northmoor drive, 
University City, after it had been 
learned Miss O’Neill had deposited 

bonds in a Webster Groves 
bank some months ago. Miss 
O'Neill told police she found the 
bonds. 

The Liberty bond mix-up started 
last January when Mrs. Lena 
Block, 4338 Page boulevard, ‘fainted 
in the safe deposit vault of the 
Easton-Taylor Trust Co. Upon re- 
covering she said that bonds, which 
she had had in her safe deposit 
box, had disappeared. 

Her son, Cecil Block, advertised 
for them and when they were not 
returned, he wrote to John R. Lani- 
gan, president of the Easton-Taylor, 
stating he proposed to print 10,000 
handbills to be distributed near the 
bank, and to employ sandwich men, 
with signs offering a reward for 
information about the bonds. He 
requested, in the letter, that the 
bank pay for printing the hand- 
bills and employing the sandwich 
men. It was upon this letter that 
the Federal indictment was re- 
turned against Block June 1. 
Block employed private detectives 
to trace the bonds through the 
Treasury Department. The inves- 
tigators discovered the bonds had 
been deposited as cash in the Web- 
ster Groves Trust Co. Inquiry 
there, according to police, showed 
they had been placed in an account 
last February by Edna Murrye, 526 
Fairview avenue. Bank : officers 
described Miss Murrye and police 
began to watch the Fairview ave- 
nue house. 

Yesterday, when they found 
Miss O'Neill and Lang there, the 
young woman told them she was 
Miss Murrye. She said she found 
the bonds in a brown envelope on 
Easton. avenue 100 yards west of 
the bank, the latter part of last 
January. She watched for news- 
paper ads, she continued, and

clared invalid today by Division No. 
1 of the Missouri Supreme Court, 
which held the contract violated 
constitutional provisions limiting 
the indebtedness that may be in- 
curred by a municipality. 

The contract specifically provid- 
ed the $60,944 purchase price of the 
equipment was not a general obli- 
gation of the city and was not 'to 


be paid out of tax funds or general 
funds of the city, but was to be 
paid from: net revenues of the plant 
over a period of six years. 

The contract was knocked out by 
the court, despite these provisions, 
because of a clause requiring the 
City of Salem to pay for current 
used for street lighting, a munici- 
pal water plant and other munici- 
pal purposes, until the purchase 
price was paid. The court held 
this necessarily required payments 
out of city funds raised by taxa- 
tion, and made the constitutional 
limitation applicable to the _ in- 
debtedness. 

In this decision, written by Com- 
missioner Charles L. Ferguson, Di- 
vision No. 1, followed a previous 
ruling by the court en banc in 
1931, invalidating a similar contract 
for purchase ot equipment for a 
municipal electric plant in Har- 
risonville, Mo. All of the Judges 
of Division No. 1 concurred in 
Commissioner Ferguson’s opinion. 

Salem voted a $25,000 bond issue 
in April, 1929, which was used for 
a site, building and _ distribution 
system for the municipal electric 
plant. This brought the city’s 
bonded indebtedness close to the 
constitutional limit, which, for gen- 
eral purposes of cities of the class 
of Salem, is 5 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation of city property 
for taxation, and 10 per cent of the 
valuation, for utility purposes. 

The contract for equipment, to be 
paid for from revenues, was en- 
tered into with Fairbanks, Morse 
& Co., which sells equipment to 
many municipal plants. A suit to 
enjoin performance of the contract 
was filed by J. W. Hagler, a minis- 
ter in Salem. He was represented 
by attorneys who had represented 
the Missouri General Utilities Co., 
which retired from business in Sa- 
lem in 1930, after its franchise had 
expired, and after the city had in- 
stituted ouster proceedings. The 
lower court sustained the contract. 

Commissioner Ferguson pointed 
out the Supreme Court had ruled 
that a municipality, having reached 
the constitutional limit of indebted- 
ness, cannot create a debt to be 
paid, directly or indirectly, in whole 
or in part, from funds raised by 
taxes or from a fund which must 
be replenished by taxes. 

“It 1s evident from the contract 
as a whole, and the situation 
shown,” Commissioner Ferguson 
said, “that the parties to the con- 
tract contemplated and intended 
that the city of Salem would pur- 
chase from itself, at a profit, elec- 
tric current to light its streets, op- 
erate its water plant and for other 
municipal* purposes. 

“We think it just as evident in 
this case as it was in the Harri- 
sonville case, that in requiring the 
city of Salem to pay such charges 
into the so-called special fund (to 
pay the purchase price), the par- 
ties knew this payment, or at least 
a substantial part of it, must be 
from funds raised by taxation or 
from a fund which must be replen- 
ished by taxation.” 

This situation, he said, created a 
debt to which the constitutional 
limitation was applicable. 
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Only repeal delegates will appear 
on the ballot, prohibitionists having 
failed to obtain sufficient signatures 
to have their slate entered. 

The legislative act directing elec- 
tion of delegates to a repeal con- 
vention, Judge Rodgers held, “is not 
a legislative act in that sense of 
the term, but merely the perform- 
ance of a Federal function, and, 
therefore, is not to be determined 
upon the rules which apply to the 
enactment of laws for the State.” 


SHIPWRECKED SEAMAN ADMITS 
BEING A FUGITIVE SMUGGLER 


He Also Is Held for Theft of Sloop 
in Which He Was Tossed 
About for Week.

CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex., Aug. 3. 
—A shipwrecked seaman, who had 
identified himself as “Jack Davis,” 


has admitted in a statement to John 
J. Pichinson, an attorney, that his 
name is John A. Dann and that he 
is wanted in Florida on Federal 
charges of smuggling aliens and 
narcotics. 

He was rescued Monday from a 
battered sailing sloop “s=gphich 
beached near Corpus Christi after 
being tossed about the Gulf of Mex- 
ico for more than a week by a 
tropical hurricane. 

Sheriff Paul Cox received teleg- 
raphic instructions from officers at 
Panama City, Fla., to hold Dann on 
charges of grand larceny for theft 
of the sloop. Dann indicated he 
would fight extradition. Dann said 
in the statement fear of arrest in- 
duced him to take the sloop in 
Panama City and head for Hondu- 
ras, where he thought he could find 
work. 

He said he sailed from Panama 
City July 21 in company with Wil- 
liam Wallace Bell. Off the coast 
of Cuba they were caught suddenly 
in a tropical hurricane and carried 
to the Yucatan Channel, where the 
sloop capsized. Dann said they 
managed to right the boat and 
after drifting for days without food 
or water, Bell last Sunday night 
ended his life by leaping overboard.

DEPLORABLE situation will 
exist in several cities in both 
leagues for the remainder of the 
campaign.

KILLED 7-YEAR-OLD

Kelly, at first frankly disbelieving 
the youth but later nearing the con- 
viction that he was telling the truth, 
said he discovered facts which part- 
ly verified Edwards’ account. 

Edwards first told his story to 
detectives in Los Angeles, where he 
was picked up as a loiterer Monday, 
and repeated it when brought here. 
Kelly said the youth told six offi- 
cers and a shorthand writer that he 
met Dalbert on a downtown street 
shortly after noon July 18, the day 
the boy disappeared from the home 
of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
W. Aposhian. 

Tells of Killing Boy. 

With candy, sandwiches and ice 
cream, Kelly quoted Edwards as 
saying, Edwards coaxed the boy to 
go for a street car ride with him. At 
the end of the car line, Edwards 
told the officers; he told Dalbert he 
lived “over the hills,” and they set 
off afoot toward the brush-covered 
mesa. There he hit the boy with 
a stone, Kelly said Edwards told 
him; and left the/body until after 
dark, when he returned in a stolen 
automobile and took the body to 
‘the waterfront. 

Kelly said Edwards told him he 
mutilated the body with a butcher 
knife at the waterfront, threw it in 
the bay and placed severed parts in 
a quart jar and threw them in, too. 
Divers furnished by the navy are 
to search the spot where Edwards 
said he threw the jar. 

Kelly and his assistants took Ed- 
wards over the route he had told 
them he and the boy had taken. 
They said they found clerks in 
candy and ice cream stores who 
said they had seen Edwards with a 
boy. 

They found a stone and a nap- 
kin on the mesa. Edwards told 
them, Kelly said, the stone was the 
one he used, and the napkin .was 
one he took off the sandwiches he 
bought. Edwards produced a 
butcher knife, which police are 
holding. 

“J Must Have Been Nuts.” 

“I guess I was crazy,” Edwards 
said when asked why he did it. “I 
must have been nuts.” 

The youth said he had _ taken 
two years of law in High School 
and would defend himself. 

“They will either beat me, or I 
will beat them,” he said. 

Mrs. Helen Graham, Edwards’ 
mother, said she did not think her 
son killed the boy. 

“The night of July 24,” Mrs. Gra- 
ham said, “the day the boy’s body 
was found in the bay, Phillip said 
to me, ‘Mother, that was a horrible 
crime. The man who did _ that 
should be lynched without a trial.’” 

She said also that she could not 
remember a night when her son 
had failed to come home within a 
tew minutes after 10 o’clock.

Officials Announce That Senator’s Charges 
of Collusion on Bids.Have Not Been 
Substantiated.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3. — The 
Navy Department today awarded 
contracts “to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder” for 21 new naval ves- 
sels. ; 

The department also allotted 16 
vessels to be constructed in navy 
yards. 

Bids for the vessels awarded 
private yards were opened July 26. 

Announcing the awards, officials 
said charges by Senator Trammel

sion between the bidders had not 
been substantiated. 

Meanwhile, in view of the ship- 
building code affecting wages and 
hours in private yards, the navy 
today ordered a five-day week of 
40 hours for civilian employes at 
all shore stations. The new work- 
ing week will replace the present 
5i#-day week for which six days’ 
pay is given. Pay will now be on 
the basis of five days’ wages for 
the five-day week. About 44,000 
employes will be affected. 

Admiral Standley, chief of naval 
operations, who conferred with 
President Roosevelt at Hyde Park 
yesterday, said present unemploy- 
ment in the shipbuilding industry 
would be fully taken up when the 
building program got under way, 
but he said it would take about six 
months before the full benefit of 
the program would be felt.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 3—A 
test suit designed to obtain a court 


ruling on any legal conflicts be- 
tween provisions of the Missouri 
Anti-Trust Law and business or ir- 
dustrial codes entered into under 
the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, was dismissed yesterday after- 
noon by the Missouri Supreme 
Court en banc, on the ground it had 
no jurisdiction. 

The Court did not issue a w-it- 


ten opinion but made an entry on, 


its minutes that a dismissal mo- 
tion by Attorney-General McKit- 
trick was sustained for lack of jur- 
isdiction. 

In this proceeding the Dierks 
Lumber &. Coal Co. of Kansas City 
asked the Supreme Court to mo71- 
ify its decree in a lumber anti-trust 
case in 1914 in which a predecessor 
company of the same name, and 
24 other lumber firms, were con- 
victed of violating the anti-trust 
laws. Ouster orders against these 
companies were stayed, conditional 
on observing the anti-trust laws. 

The Dierks company asked the 
Supreme Court to rule on the ques- 
tion of the company’s entry into a: 
business code under the Recovery 
Act and to hold that its participa- 
tion would not constitute violaiion 
of the court’s original decree or 
the anti-trust laws. 

The Attorney-General’s dismissal 
motion, which was sustained by the 
Court, pointed out that the proposed 
lumber code, which was attached 
to the petition, had not been ap-

An allowance of 62083 a 
month was granted the president of 
Simmons company. Of this 
$1000 a month was for his services as 
trustee for holders of defaulted “gold 
notes,” and the remainder for his ser- 
vices as general of the com- 
pany. The court also approved an allow- 
ance of $1000 a month to another trustee 


and an allowance of $10,000 on account} 


to attorneys for the plaintiffs. The attor- 


The sum of $4083 per month for the 
two trustees means $48,996 annually. Add 
to this $10,000 for attorneys’ fees, $1800 
for accountants and $1642 for traveling 
expenses and you have a total of $62,438 
per annum. This amount represents 
about one-fifth of the yearly interest of 
the $5,000,000 defaulted “gold notes.” 
This seems to me a very large sum for 
a business to pay out that cannot pay its 
creditors. 

My question is, What do-we, who 
bought these “gold notes,” get for our 
hard-earned money? I do hope that the 
Post-Dispatch will aid in bringing the 
congressional committee to St. Louis and 
have this thing investigated.

A review of new legislation on the subject of kid- 
napings reveals that the states, like the Federal Gov- 
ernment, are being aroused to drastic action. Wyom- 
ing, Florida, Montana, Iowa and Utah have made 
kidnaping punishable by death. Colorado has pro- 
vided the death penalty in case kidnaped persons are 
killed by abductors or die as the result of ill treat- 
ment at their hands. New Jersey has increased its 
maximum penalty to 30 years, and New Hampshire 
from five to 30 years, unless the kidnaped person is a 
minor, when the penalty is 15 to 40 years. Vermont, 
Rhode Island and Georgia have also increased pen- 
alties. 
Talk of a new Federal police force on the order 
of Scotland Yard in England is being heard in Wash- 
ington and elsewhere, and the New York Herald 
Tribune comments upon the suggestion as follows: 
The advantages which the Federal prosecutor 
and his agents everywhere enjoy in laying the 
rackéteer by the heels have lately been demon- 
strated. They can convict the big operator on 
Federal counts when he can be convicted of no 
local crime, as the Capone case and others illus- 
trated. They can get witnesses and protect them 
when the local police cannot, as their operations 
against New York City’s “rackets” fully prove. 
In open field work with state and city police, 
they can ignore jurisdictional frontiers and co- 
ordinate and stimulate the activities of local 
authorities, as their present campaign against 
kidnaping shows. 


In addition to these reasons for Federal interven- 
tion, the Herald Tribune cites the value of a cen- 
tral detective bureau functioning as a clearing house 
for all police information, and as a repository for the 
confidences of intimidated citizens. With full Fed- 
eral help, such an institution would serve to prevent 
crimes as well as to solve them. Another step in the 
Federal campaign is the President’s assignment of 
Assistant Secretary of State Moley to make a study 
of all laws that might be used to eradicate these evils. 
Moley is an expert at criminal procedure, and, in fact, 
first came to notice as such. He had much to do 
with the preparation of Missouri’s survey of criminal 
justice, the first of its kind in the country. 
Seldom has there been such an outburst of public 
indignation, resulting in official action on many 
fronts, as has followed the recent fresh outbreak of 
kidnapings. We in America are usually slow to act, 
complacent to defend ourselves against evils. It is 
now generally felt, we believe, that the approaching 
end of bootlegging, as a source of large revenue for 
the underworld, means that the great, organized boot- 
legging gangs are turning to kidnaping, racketeering 
and other crimes. Unless their new activities are 
nipped in the bud and the gangs themselves broken 
up, we are in for a crime wave of unprecedented di- 
mensions. 

The Roosevelt administration, in its short life, has 
already worked revolutionary changes in many fields; 
we look forward confidently to its success in the war 
against crime. In this war, it starts, not from 
scratch, but with a reputation for persistence and 
skill that has made Federal agents and Federal jus- 
tice regarded with deepest respect by the underworld.

Another vexing problem is waiting for us just 
around the corner.

And County Over Boulevards 
_ And Highways Now Possible 


What One May See on Tour Extending North 
to Chain of Rocks and South to 


Jefferson Barracks. 


Pavements recently completed 
have made possible a 59-mile cir 
cult trip of boulevards and new 
highways in the city and county 
which is of unusual intereat. A 
drive over this route embraces a 
veritable cross-section of the com- 
munity. : 

THe tour would be ideal for show- 
ing St. Louis to a visitor, but old 
residents, too, are likely to see 
thingre they hadn’t known about. A 
Post-Dispatch reporter, starting at 
Kingshighway and Lindell boule- 
vard on a recent afternoon, drove 
around the circuit fairly leisurely 
in two hours and 20 minutes. 

The route follows Kingshighway, 
Bircher boulevard (formerly Kings- 
highway Northwest), Riverview 
boulevard, State Highway No. 77 
(which is called Lindbergh boule- 
vard also for most of its length), 
Sappington Barracks road, Tele- 
graph road, Ripa avenue, Broadway 
and Bellerive, Grand, Holly Hills 
and Christy boulevards. There is 
excellent pavement, except for a 
gap of less than three miles past 
the municipal airport, which the 
State is preparing to pave, and the 
stretch of less than two miles on 
Sappington Barracks roads, which 
the county plans to pave. In the 
meantime, traffic has no difficul- 
ties. 

What One May See. 

At the outset the motorist sees 
several of the private residential 
places which are unique to St. 


center. Next is an architecturally 
notable group of churches. North 
of Delmar boulevard the entrance 
of an abandoned: theater has _ be- 
come a fruit market. Beyond is the 
parked memorial boulevard section 
dedicated to the city’s World War 
dead. A block or two north of 
Easton avenue is a private garden, 
screened by shrubbery, where the

iris grows in profusion. The set- 
backs of the lofty new De Paul 
Hospital next catch the eye, then 
Public Schools Stadium. 

Beyond the newly widened Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue is the fringe of 
the important northwestern indus- 
trial section, where St. Louis pro- 
duces pills, automobiles, flour, 
stoves and other things. On cross- 
ing the viaduct in Penrose Park, 
which the city is converting into 
a beauty spot, the motorist turns 
‘west in Bircher boulevard. Head- 
ing for the curve into Riverview 
boulevard, the Pullman repair shops 
are passed, 

On to Chain of Rocks. 


Neat, small homes and new. 


streets of the last decade; only frac- 
tional sections of what used to be 
great fields remain open. ... On 
a hill north of West Fiorissant 
avenue, an old-fashioned, square 
red brick house, with cupola. . . 
Hall’s Ferry Circle, a recent im- 
provement, 6.5 miles from the start- 
ing point; watch the signs to fol- 
low Riverview. . . Soon the road is 
paralleling the muddy Mississippi 
for three miles. . . On the left, a 
huge cement plant, then attractive 
new homes on the bluff. On the 
right, a city nursery and a new 
drive close to the river bank, lead- 
ing to Chain of Rocks waterworks. 

Chain of Rocks Bridge, with its 
sharp angle in midstream... A man 
in an old house, mending a fish 
net... The deep cut in the bluff, 
made recently to connect with No. 
77. . . Crossing the city limits on 
the bluff, the route leads past 
lovely woods of great age and tra- 
verses high country. .. A group of 
rose greenhouses, beside the Bur- 
lington Railroad. ... The modern 
hospital buildings of St. Louis 
Training School, where the city 
sends its feeble-minded. . . At a 
viaduct over the new State road 
to Alton, a “cloverleaf” arrange- 
ment of turns to sort traffic ex- 
peditiously. 

Beacons Colorful at Night. 

From a high spot just beyond 
this point there is an excellent view 
of the distant city. On the sky- 
line appear Merchants’ Bridge, the 
Civil Courts and Telephone build- 
ings and other downtown  astruc- 
tures, midtown buildings on Grand 
boulevard, the Park Plaza Hotel, 
and an institution and a water 
tower at Normandy. Even on a 
clear summer day the central sec- 
tion of the city is dim in its shroud 
of smoke. At night this scene is en- 
livened by airplane beacons about 
the countryside, the tall red beacon 
at Grand and Olive and the glow of 
electric signs. 

Fertile fields and truck gardens 
as the route enters Florissant Val- 
ley. . . Off to the right, the bluffs 
of the Mississippi and the Missouri, 
the spire of a church in Fioris- 
sant, the squat water tank on a tall 
tower at St. Stanislaus Seminary 
(a Jesuit novitiate) and the gro- 
tesque steel supports of the Keokuk 
power line. .. New bungalows and 
country homes mingle with sturdy 
old farmhouses. .. At Graham road, 
19.6 miles out, oné ignores a detour 
sign for No. 77. A short distance 


| to the west, at Cold Water Creek, 


the pavement ends just now, but 
there is a satisfactory bypass. 


A Stop at Lambert Field. 


Reaching concrete again, the turn 


on Ldndbergh boulevard 
(Bridgeton Station roed), only to 
have another break in the pave- 
ment in half a mile.

For all practical purposes astronomers and meteorologists consider the sun's rays to be parallel within 
the atmosphere of the earth, due to the great distance of the sun from the earth (about 93,000,000

plane's shadow will be the same, although to the observer in the plane, it would appear to diminish, 
while to an observer on the ground it would appear blurred.

Studies made by Dr. David Levy 
tend to the conclusion that thumb- 
sucking is a compensation for insuf- 
ficient time spent nursing at the 
breast or bottle. Babies who are 
nursed for shorter periods and at 
longer intervals tend more than 
others to suck their thumbs. This 
means not that babies should be fed 
more frequently than seems proper 
from a nutritional point of view, 
but that thumbsucking should be 
permitted. 
The common notion that thumb- 
sucking causes malformation of the 
jaw has also been exploded. Thumb- 
sucking during the first year can 
have no hurtful effects upon jaw 
formation.

Successes, Aids in 


Gladys Unger, Author of Many Stage 


Casting of “Beau 


Brummell” for Which She Wrote 
the Book. | 


NOTHER premiere when “Beau 
A Brummell” is produced for the 
first time on any stage at Mu- 

nicipal Opera next Monday night, 
and another success will be no 
great novelty to the author of its 
book, Gladys Unger. She has writ- 
ten so many plays that have been 
produced in London, New York and 
Hollywood that she cannot tell you 
how many. 
“That sounds like a pose,” she 
said in an interview, “but it is a 
fact. I never have counted them.” 
“Who’s Who in the Theater” lists 
“among others” under her name 40 
plays in wide variety, adaptations, 
translations, original straight 
dramas, librettos and motion pic- 
tures. 
“And that list probably does not 
include the flops,” she remarked. 
“You see,” she said, my first play 
was produced when I was 17 years 
old.” Over a hasty luncheon for 
which time was snatched in the 
midst of the bewildering multiplic- 
ity of details that have to be ar- 
ranged and co-ordinated for a pro- 
duction on so vast a scale as our 
Municipal Opera, later in the con- 
versation it befell that her first 
play was produced in 1907. So the 
fatal question—to a woman—how 
old is she? did not have to be 
asked. Seventeen added to the 26 
intervening years would make her 
43 and she does not look that. A 
vivid, vital person, of slight stature 
but splendid physique she had a 
radiant smile revealing perfect 
teeth, smiling brown eyes and a lot 
of curling brown hair beneath the 
rather wide brim of a red straw 
hat.

“Mr. Shubert owns the play by 
Clyde Fitch in which Richard 
Mansfield starred as Beau Brum- 
mell and we had that to draw 
upon, but it had to be modernized 
in technique and so much material 
added to make it into a great spec- 
tacle that it is practically our own 
version.

wolf,” “Top Hole,” “The Virgin of 
Bethulia,” “Stolen Fruit,” “The 
Monkey Talks,” “The Mad Cap,” 
“Ladies of Creation,” “Experience 
Unnecessary,” “Nona.” Then the 
talkies came, demanding experi- 
enced dialogue writers, and she 
went to Hollywood, where she has 
been until now. Her first work for 
the pictures was the dialogue for 
Marion Davies’ first talky, “Mari- 
anne.” This was followed, among 
others, by the dialogue for “Dyna- 
mite” and “Madam Satan.” 

She sees the greatest possibilities 
in the movies. 

“They are getting better all the 
time. They have to. Competition’s 
so fierce, and people demand more 
and more of the pictures.

The sun can produce a skin burn 
almost as severe as that following 
scaiding. Beside the discomfort as- 
sociated with a blistered skin, the 
individual may suffer fever and. a 
disturbance in kidney function. 

In latent tuberculosis excessive 
e to the sun is known fp 
prove injurious. Pediatricians re- 
port cases in which children who 
have been permitted to stay out too 
long in midday sunshine have suf- 
fered loss of weight, anemia and 
various nervous disturbances.

West opened the deuce of clubs. 
Some of the declarers saw no 
problem, danger or choice of plans 
in the play of this hand. It seemed 
open and shut—ruff out the dia- 
monds, and if the red suits break, 
grand slam is made; if the red suits 
would not break, only the contract 
of six would be made. Nonchalant- 
ly they discarded a spade on the 
ace of clubs. Those that finessed 
the diamond were immediately set 
—East could count, and remem- 
bered the bidding. Those that 
played out two high diamonds were 
trumped on the second play by 
West, and now found themselves 
without sufficfent entries to ruff 
all North’s clubs. They could only 
discard one of their two losing dia- 
monds, and so could not ruff them 
both without giving West another 
trump trick. A sweet hand de- 
stroyed by thoughtless play on the 
first trick. 

How the Wise Ones Played the 
Hand, 


Those who have learned to be 
prepared for the worst realized that 
in view of the club void there 
might well be an uneven distribu- 
tion of the red suits. They played 
the exposed North hand as the 
master hand, realizing that South’s 
small trumps could best be utilized 
to trump off North’s losers. This 
would not interfere with making 
seven odd if after all the red suits 
were split, hearts 3-2 and diamonds 
no worse than 2-4. For this line 
of play North needs every re-entry 
possible. Therefore on the club ace 
they discarded a diamond; a club 
is ruffed, a small spade to the king, 
another club ruff; another small 
spade to the queen, a ruff of the 
last club. Now South lays down 
the ace of trumps, having only one 
more black card to ruff. East plays 
the ten and declarer now assumes 
that (1) West’s lead was regular, 
from four clubs in a 4-441 hand, 
and (2) East’s ten is his only 
trump. He therefore lays down the 
ace of spades, gets in dummy with 
the ace of diamonds, ruffs the last 
spade and concedes the second 
round of diamonds to one of 
West’s trumps.
